Many investigations 
are needed order discover there are 
losses gains vacation time various 
skills, abilities, attitudes, 
Further studies should organized and 
carried out with the purpose discovering 
the causes gains and losses vacation. 


Experiment

result that more than normal gains were 
made for majority those who received 
the instruction. The average gain was 
little more than 9.6 months about 7.5 
months. While few the children made 
only two three months’ progress, others 
gained more than two years. 

Fifty-seven these children returned

EDITOR’S NOTE. This paper raises 
questions about the vacation period its 
relation education. 


cases where losses were indicated 
what were the causes? 

the 7.5 months from October 1937, 
May 20, 1938, the children grades 
four eight, inclusive, who had received 
instruction remedial reading, made gains 
aggregating 504 months average 
nearly nine months. the period from 
May 20, 1938, November 1938, 
aggregate months was gained the 
average little more than 1.1 
months. According the tests, the 
children actually lost ground; improved; 
the others showed neither gain nor loss. 

The Gates Silent Reading Tests were 
used for the testing both October 
1937 and May 1938; the Metropolitan 
reading tests were used November 
1938. While there may some differences 
these tests, both are highly reliable and 
both have well-defined norms. Therefore 
for the group the probable error 
the averages should relatively small. 
Thus can rely fairly well upon obtained 
averages for the whole group, and perhaps 
quite well upon the findings for the smaller 
groups indicated the table. The gains 
and losses for individuals would, course, 
understood somewhat unreliable. 

Table shows that the average improve- 
ment for ten children with I.Q’s from 100 
116 for the first remedial-reading period 
was 8.3 months; average improvement 
for those with I.Q’s was 10.3 
months; the average improvement for those 
the range the 80’s was 8.7 months; 
and the average improvement for those 
with from was 7.2 months. 
Thus there seems very little difference 
gains during the teaching period because 
differences the pupils’ I.Q’s.

Others 
lost nearly much. attempt dis- 
cover the causes for such gains and losses, 
several the pupils were interviewed con- 
cerning their activities and experiences dur- 
ing the vacation. Several summaries are 
made below.

1.Q’s below lost ground through the 
summer period. hard work, these ten 
children had made almost normal progress 
the remedial-reading program, signifi- 
cant accomplishment when their I.Q’s are 
considered. Having low I.Q’s, their expec- 
tancy was not great. Interviews with 
them gave some interesting facts. 

whose I.Q. was and who made 
gain four months the remedial period, 
lost three months the vacation period.

Why Did They Gain Lose? 


analysis the remedial cases seems 
indicate that factors other than intel- 
ligence entered into summer gains. The 
children who were interested read when 
materials were available and those who 
read widely made important gains. Several 
who were slow the instructional period 
made good use skills and abilities the 
summer vacation. 

seems possible also that certain stu- 
dents improved under careful guidance 
the teacher the instructional period and 
retrograded again when there was class- 
room direction urge. 

may well that many who were slow 
improve first will spurt later on, per- 
haps year hence more remotely the 
future when interests beckon and urges 
drive. 

The tenth column Table indicates 
the obtained gains the second remedial 
period, that from November Jan- 
uary during which time intensive drive 
reading difficulties was made. this 
time under the direction the teachers 
who followed carefully devised plan each 
day, the children made extremely great 
gains. would seem the case that 
many the children who were retarded 
most made the greatest gains. The group 
the lowest I.Q’s made the greatest im- 
provement this period. 

The average reading gain the whole 
group thus tested several times was 22.5 
months the space calendar months 
and approximately months instruc- 
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tion time. See column for these data. 
Several the children the lower levels 
who could read very little practically 
not all the beginning have seemed 
profit the most. All, however, have ‘shown 
worth-while gains. 

That the pupils who have worked faith- 
fully for more than year are beginning 
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receive deserved benefits for their careful 
application the tasks assigned evident. 
Their interests, too, have broadened and 
they are enjoying the pleasures and satis- 
factions increased reading experiences. 
For the first time their lives many 
them know what really read. For 
the first time their lives many them 
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have succeeded reading through book. 
They have begun with little books, 
course, but they have been successful 
completing them. They are ready now 
read larger books and attempt heavier 
assignments and more complex problems 
which they may expect fair measure 
success. 


Graduating With Honors

wood Auditorium, Madison, Wis., toward 
the culmination the first stage their 
school careers. For them, not quite the 
solemn occasion that graduation for most 
young people, for these are tots five and 
six, graduating from kindergarten. 

This graduation big event for the 
children who are leaving kindergarten, but 
just big occasion for the teacher 
and the parents who are “out front” watch- 
ing. Graduation marks, for them, the sum- 
ming of.a period which they have 
watched and guided these tots the 
growth from shy unmanageable babes 
socially conscious little individuals. Each 
parent can honestly say, the end this 
period that his child 
graduating with honors. 

Edgewood private, Catholic kinder- 
garten, under the supervision the Do- 
minican Sisters the Sacred Heart Acade- 
room located the Edgewood High School 
building the Academy grounds. The room 
large enough accommodate playhouse 
and indoor playground equipment, addi- 
tion the usual kindergarten equipment. 
Private lavatory facilities are the same 
corridor the kindergarten. Opening off 
the kindergarten fenced-in play- 
ground. 

The Sister charge Edgewood kinder- 
garten aiming awaken her small 
charges social consciousness aware- 
ness responsibilities the group 
and themselves the group relation. 
They are made see that they can’t have 
their own way always. They must recognize 
the rights the other children, and they 
must follow Sister’s directions. This fosters, 
the same time, spirit sportsmanship 
and obedience, which are most important 
Sister’s teaching. 

the same time, Sister trying buil 
spirit originality and self-reliance. 
She encourages the children things 
their own way, they follow directions 
doing it. For example, the children are 
drawing and coloring circles, Sister shows 
them how done, and specifies that four 
circles are going all filled with one 
color, and the other four can any way 
that they want them. Thus, the boys and

girls must follow certain directions, but 
there chance for them assert their 
individuality the same time. 

Sister teaches respect for things well 
for people. The child taught that 
everything has proper place, and when 
book toy not being used, should 
put back where belongs. Sister has dis- 
covered that child things that 
are his own and for which responsible 
one the best ways foster this re- 
spect. Each child Edgewood has his own 
locker for his coat and hat, his own cray- 
ons, and his own papers. Taking care his 
own things gives him certain personal 
pride that, fostered this way, can car- 
ried over the care community 
possessions. 

Lastly, the children learn the proper 
work habits. They get firm foundation 
the most efficient methods working that 
will carry them all through life.

further promote this home-school re- 
lationship, Sister works close cooperation 
with the parents. The kindergarten has its 
own Home and School group, “The Edge- 
wood Kindergarten Mothers.” This associa- 
sees upkeep and improvements 
the kindergarten, and helping with the 
children’s programs. 

Mainly, however, they are study group. 
the kindergarten, they have developed 
extensive lending library for members. 
The library contains books child psy- 
chology, problems parenthood, kinder- 
garten methods, the child and religion, and 
other pertinent subjects, and magazine 
education and parent periodicals. 
The parents study these the group and 
individually. Quizzes bearing these sev- 
eral subjects, given out several maga- 
zines and educational associations, are also 
studied the group. 

Most children attend Edgewood kinder- 
garten for two years, “juniors” and 
though the two groups are not 
divided. All the children school 
daily from a.m. 11:30 a.m. The class 
usually ranges from number. 

you enter the door the kinder- 
garten, you are greeted soft music com- 
ing from the radio the corner. Canaries 
are singing and the room full morning 
sunshine. Children are play various 
games, and others are running say 
“hello” Sister. The room decorated 
greens. Large colorful Mother Goose 
figures dance across the walls and windows. 
Lightweight, gold-colored drapes frame the 
windows which have storybook pictures 
their lower panes. The windows, extending 
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almost from floor ceiling, stretch along 
ghe wall. one corner and around one 
whole side are low shelves and cupboards 
filled with books and toys. Colorful bulletin 
boards and blackboards are ranged along 
the wall above the shelves. one corner 
altar the Blessed Virgin. Tiny 
tables and chairs stand around the room, 
and one end given over heavier equip- 
playhouse, slide, teeter-totter, 
bars, and swing. 

nine o’clock, all the toys are put 
back and the children join the circle sing 
“Good Morning You,” and answer roll 
call. Sister sings out the child’s name, 
responds going the center the circle 
and saying morning, I’m here.” 

This morning roll call like big family 
gathering, for Sister knows all about each 
child and about his home. She never fails 
notice new dress new suit, and 
praise before the children. Johnny came 
one day new brown suit and matching 
socks. All that morning Sister called him 
“brown bear.” anybody home sick, 
Sister always inquires about him and tells 
the class about it. 

This circle, too, the place where the 
children talk about new things they’ve 
heard about, special events the day. 
During Fire Prevention Week, for example, 
they talked about fire and safety. One child 
had heard the radio that the fire chief 
was coming visit school, the children 
learned all about what they were going 
when came. 

This system roll call and these little 
discussions bring out the child and make 
him eager find out things tell the 
others about. Such informal plan stops 
the beginning any shyness that the child 
may have. 

When there special occasion like Fire 
Prevention Week, Sister builds her pro- 
grams around it. this particular day, 
Sister’s story was about fire, the children 
sang song about the fire chief, and

They try 
themselves, too, and are quick catch 
when they do. Even these rhymes call 
for stretch the imagination, Sister 
always appreciative.

Every history teacher meets, some time 
other, individual students, 
classes who are not interested the study 
history. When this condition exists the 
matter presents rather serious problems 
every case. means that both teacher and 
students are going encounter unnecessary 
difficulties, the result being discouragement, 
and very often failure both. And long 
student does not like history 
not going study with enthusiasm 
appreciation. merely fills time the 
history class, and eventually succeeds 
acquiring positive dislike for the subject, 
which is, course, vital loss every 
student. for the teacher, means failure 
some degree. least, increases her work 
and multiplies her difficulties and discourage- 
ment. 

The content the history curriculum has 
values, pedagogical, moral, and educational, 
which are inherently bound with the sub- 
ject despite the limitations texts and teach- 
ers. The student, however, generally too 
immature realize this fact. But derives 
pleasure from the study, will interested. 
The pleasure that can -be derived from the 
study history like the pleasure travel, 
which brings before the tourist’s eyes ever 
changing wonders; like the fascination 
the drama, which turns back the hands time 
and lifts the far-flung curtain world stage 
revealing the student’s gaze the Christ 
Galilee, the Caesars, the Alfreds, the St.

One the most important problems facing 
cient and pure water supply. 

With regard the maintenance 
cient supply, the larger the community the 
more complex the problem becomes. The well 
has, for long time, been the source water 
supply for small communities. This method 
tapping underground streams water, 
combined with proper location 
ligent construction wells, offers supply 
nature-purified water for the small com- 
munity. 

However, for large numbers peoples 
impossible find well, wells, capable 
furnishing the large amounts water that 
would needed. Therefore large source 
reasonably pure water must obtained, piped 
the city, stored dams reservoirs, and 
finally, purified order 
supply the people with water. 

Sometimes communities are forced 
great expense and long distances obtain 
reasonably pure water. New York City, for 
example, obtains its water from the Catskill 
Mountains, one hundred and thirty miles 
away. Los Angeles obtains its water from 
source even farther away—the Colorado 
River which two hundred and fifty miles 
from the city. 

Once the city community obtains its 
source water and leads reservoir, 
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— Sisters M. Rita and M. Imelda, 0.S.B., St. Joseph’s Convent, St. tie Pa, 


the problem purification must solved. 
analysis the water made determine 
the. impurities present and purification sys- 
tem designed remove these particular im- 
purities must devised. 

Ordinarily there are three types im- 
purities present water; first, dissolved im- 
purities such minerals, salts, and gases; 
second, suspended impurities such bits 
wood, refuse, clay, and mud; and third, germs 
and bacteria, mainly typhoid, paratyphoid, 
cholera, and dysentery germs. 

there are many large objects the 
second type present, the water must first 
passed through screening which prevents 
their passage. The water then led into 
“settling” tanks, where allowed stand 
for period time. Some the suspended 
dirt and mud settle out. 

After this, the partially clarified water 
pumped over into the “mixing” tanks. where 
alum added and thoroughly mixed with the 
water. Next passes into more “settling” 
tanks. this time the alum, having under- 
gone chemical reaction between the water 
and alum, has formed gelatinous precipitate. 
This causes all the suspended matter and 
some the germs coagulate and rapidly 
settle out. 

The water then passed into filter beds 
where allowed seep through layers 
sand and gravel. Any suspended 
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might have remained after mixing 
and settling removed, are likewise many 
the germs. 

Despite the fact that the filter bed most 
usetul water purification cannot hold 
back all the germs. Therefore, the water 
were allowed pass directly from the filter 
beds into the mains distributed the 
people harmful results might follow. The 
germs contained therein might enter the 
digestive tracts those who drank the water 
and there begin their. work destruction. 
The deaths that would result from the germs 
would constitute serious menace any 


‘community. 


For this reason the final step water purifi- 
cation designed kill off the germs that 


‘remain after filtration. This usually done 


treating the water with chlorine, some 
other chemical which easily can added 
the water, effective, and harmless 
human 

The first type impurity, dissolved gases 
and minerals, usually does not present any 
problems for purification. small amounts 
dissolved. minerals and gases are not injurious 


‘and not necessary remove them. 


course, salt water never used 
water supply for the salt would injurious. 
But other salts and minerals usually found 


water are harmless—some them even 


have certain medicinal value. 

Sometimes water contains objectionable 
tastes odors: While these, too, are harm- 
less; community gives additional treatment 
remove them and give its people 
attractive, well safe, water supply. 
The tastes and odors are due the growths 
lower forms plant life, tiny organisms, 
the mains. Copper sulphate the 
chemical used eliminate them. 
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Some water systems, addition chem- 
ical treatment, their water shoot 
into the air the form fine spray 
thus allowing the sun and oxygen the air 
perform their beneficial work purifica- 
tion. 

Still further treatment given water 
purpose this remove from solution 
some the dissolved mineral salts which 
made the water “hard” and unsatisfactory for 
laundering purposes. 
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spite the many precautions taken 
safeguard water, disease germs 
bacteria may find their way into it. The 
“boil all water before drinking” they 
given out. The high temperature 


water kills the germs and bacteria. But this 
only times necessity. evident that, 


for any community, this system 
tion would -practical impossibility 
Chemical treatment far more practical ang 
economical.

EAVING one the oldest crafts 

that patient fingers have plied past 
ages. Patience was needed, but the gradual 
growth the web from warp and weft has 
the fascination that all creative art possesses. 
This fascination creating pattern the 
interweaving threads thrilling ex- 
perience our day had been the 
weavers old. ancient times the people 
depended solely deftness the weav- 
er’s hand for their clothing and textiles; today 
the power loom supplants this handicraft and 
hand weaving has become hobby. 

Training the art weaving affords the 
children opportunity recognize good, 
mediocre, and shoddy materials. This knowl- 
edge will guide them developing good taste 
and judgment the selection color and 
design, both which are important factors 
everyday life. 

teaching weaving essential bear 
mind that the smallest loom must 
capable producing shed through which 
the weft can one operation. 
Among the types looms are the darning 
and the weaving. The first three looms de- 
scribed below are the type. Appre- 
ciable results may, obtained from this type 
loom impossible construct one 
the weaving type. The joy creating 
fabric and the fascination combining colors 
and patterns compensate for any inadequacy 
type loom.

two sets threads called the warp and weft. 
The warp threads run lengthwise right 
angles the weft threads; the latter are 
drawn under and over the warp threads 
form web. 

The term shed signifies opening the 
warp through which the shuttle thrown 
passed.

(Fig. 8). 

Heddles are wires. strings each which 
has eye the center through which the 
warp passes (Fig. 9).

Procedure for Weaving 


Before beginning the. weaving, weave 
spreader (any heavyweight material) until the 
threads are spread evenly; that is, until there 
even distance between each warp.

Threading String Heddles 


The threading string heddles does not 
differ from the threading any other heddles 
except the placement the second series 
threads those that make the second shed.

Pass the first thread through the first eyelet 
heddle one, the second through the first 
eyelet heddle two, the third through the 
second eyelet heddle one, and the fourth 
through the second eyelet heddle two, and 
on, until all the threads are placed.

assembly. much emphasis rightly placed 
upon integration all school experiences and 
this sort meeting can become very logical 
outgrowth every kind school activity. 
Assemblies should looked upon happy 
gatherings entire school certain 
departments the school, thus sharing with 
each other information obtained through reli- 
gious experiences, through the use tool sub- 
social contacts, travel experiences, lan- 
guage experiences, construction activities, etc.

spirit unity fostered the school, 
teachers well pupils learn cooperate 
and share with one another; understand- 
ing and appreciation the efforts put forth 
others are and encouraged; 
countless problems, individual and group, are 
studied and cleared up; the home becomes 
acquainted with the work the school and 
parents are able determine interests their 
children. These are only few the many 
natural outcomes periodical gathering 
the members. social group, such 
find every school. 

Assembly periods put life into the learn- 
ing processes and give purpose the every- 
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day routine. The child the group must 
able state clearly the information 
wishes impart and order this 
must acquire the ability plan and organize, 
make use tools tor learning and giving 
information, and must find graphic, inter- 
esting media tor the expression his expe- 
riences. Hence becomes necessary give 
floor talks requiring several clear, concise 
statements about some one thing, dramatize 
some idea outcome, express art 
means posters, some other 
picture record, information shared with 
the audience. Such organization could not take 
place without knowledge tool subjects, 
provided, course, that the teacher places 
the responsibility for the assembly upon the 
children while she guides 
according need. 

The school assembly also holds the group 
responsible for abilities listeners. pro- 
vides gradual transition from the more 
simple and less formal audience situation 
created classroom activities the more 
formal one larger meeting place audi- 
torium. Quiet, courteous attention, correct 
interpretation and appreciation, polite expres- 
sions approval; other words, natural 
mannerly behavior devoid “lockstep lines” 
and yet orderly, should the normal func- 
tions good audience. 

Those planning assembly must keep 
mind the audience with which the informa- 
tion shared. Usually primary children 
should entertain groups their own age 
and children the middle and upper grades 
likewise. However, occasionally, advisable 
allow older children entertain the 
younger ones vice versa both keeping 
mind the requirements audience and 
assemble the entire school and 
allow selected individuals from division 
contribute portion the entertainment. 
Sometimes adults are quite willing 
ipate. Certainly fine for 
the pastor the principal the school 
bring home special problem the need 
which has arisen. 

Performances should never become stilted 
parrotlike, whether they in- 
formal. Whatever any child 
children should part his own 
edge and should come from within even though 
the result interesting and widen- 
ing experience has had from the outside. 
should remember what ‘he desires say 
and do, rather than memorize it.

The New Catechism 


The Reverend Francis Connell, Esopus, 
Y., explained comprehensive paper 
the forthcoming revision the 
Catechism, which has its main purpose the 
introduction important doctrinal material 
which had been omitted from the old Cate- 
chism, the simplification the language 
the book, and the elimination certain in- 
accuracies definitions explanations. 
The new book will follow the more logical 
order teaching the Creed, the Command- 
ments, and the Sacraments. The book will 
contain 501 questions and answers, more 
than the old work. The new book intended 
for children from fourteen 
age and expected merely frame- 
work within which the teacher will build 
the knowledge God, His Commandments, 
and His. Church.

The department has been exhibiting most 
gratifying growth program practical 
aid local school systems through group 
continuous committees and through 
series regional meetings the South, 
the North Central States, the Atlantic 
States, and California. The Committee 
Objectives Catholic Secondary Education 
progress report submitted the Rev. 
Alfred Schnepp, S.M., suggested nine main 


objectives for education which will insure for 


the graduate the Catholic high school suc- 
cessful living this world and the next 
and which provide the essential social 
satisfactions. The Library Committee reported 
list one hundred modern books which 
“must” part the Catholic high-school 
library. The committee preparing for next 
year list general magazines acceptable 
and desirable for the high school. 

The Most Rev. Frank Thill, bishop 
Concordia, Kans., never fails capture 
audience. opening speaker provided 
inspirational address “Catholic Youth and 
Catholic Action.” Catholic Action defined 
participation the laity the vocation 
the hierarchy. Its purpose unite the 
Church and mobilize its forces the battle 
against the new paganism. Specifically 
and co-ordinate the members the 
Mystic Body, draw the people closer 
their Bishops their vocation. High-school 
teachers are sacerdotal persons about whom 
Catholic Action and preparation for must 
revolve. The high-school years all man’s 
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life years when complete consecration 
life can and made the work God. 
most essential, therefore, that the Cath- 
olic high schools work close harmony with 
the Ordinary’s program Catholic Action, 
and Catholic schools must provide the knowl- 
edge and skills for Catholic living and must 
provide the leaders for all Catholic Action.

Sister Teresa Gertrude, O.S.B., Elizabeth, 
J., urged comprehensive program guid- 
ance for Catholic high schools.

ance programs, and series techniques 
for general high-school teachers and for guid- 
ance specialists. 


The Thursday High-School 
Sessions 


The paper the Rev. Peter Resch, 
S.M., which opened the morning meeting, 
proved impressive statement the 
personality and teaching abilities and skills 
which the high-school teacher religion 
must bring his work. Whether the teacher 
priest, brother, Sister, must have 
deep conviction the truths religion; 
must practice his faith sincerely; must 
fully qualified teach religion and 
member the general teaching staff the 
school where teaches, not outsider; 
must have the strength and character 
impress his students; must thoroughly 
familiar with the views and outlook his 
pupils. especially essential that teach 
move the hearts his classes and 
build their love for living their religion.

Brother Oswald, C.F.X., discussed the gen- 
eral need industrial-arts program and 
made clear how much program contribut- 
ing the success motor-minded students 
Mt. St. Joseph, Baltimore. Father Burns, 
O.S.A., described how Catholic high school 
has contributed program occupational 
education. Mr. Laurence Parker Pittsburg, 
Kans., discussed the values work expe- 
riences education. 


Friday High-School Sessions 


opening the Friday session, Dr. Robert 
American Citizenship the Catholic Uni- 
versity, reviewed the history teaching civics 
American schools and outlined few the 
postulates for satisfactory program. Religion 
and ethics, said, must the basis good 
citizenship and consequently all civics edu- 
cation: University’s program 
now work intended develop Cath- 
olic children deep and abiding consciousness 
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their moral obligation live good 
Americans and good Catholics; 
correlate religious teaching with civic living. 
While the Commission will propose 
curriculum for the elementary schools, 
will ultimately outline courses and prepare 
textbooks for high-school use.

unique factor the session was radio 
demonstration “The Farmer and the Gov- 
ernment.” class high-school boys from 
Rockhurst College discussed the program, 
and panel diocesan superintendents and 
other educators developed the special 
culties and techniques for making radio in- 
struction effective. 


The Friday Session 


the final meeting Miss Florence 
Waters St. Paul urged that special attention 
given children with impaired vision 
hearing.

The present duties our Catholic Colleges 
and Universities toward Catholic Action fall 
into three main groups: 

The Understanding Catholic Action: 
The Constitutive documents Catholic Ac- 
tion, largely from the pen Pope Pius XI, 
are now public property, and stand need 
study, analysis, systematization, and elucida- 
tion. This work must evidently fall large 
part the Catholic institutions higher 
education. 

The Committee submitted outline setting 
forth briefly the theory Catholic Action, 
with special attention those aspects 
which can called “new” Catholic life. 
This outline available mimeographed form 
(27 pages) anyone the College Depart- 
ment the N.C.E.A. who writes for 
Rev. William Ferree, Catholic Univer- 
sity America. Only summary was 
read the Convention. 

The Preparation the Student and 
Alumni Field for the Advent of. Catholic Ac- 
tion: Here the Committee recommended 
gradual adoption, college and university 
Catholic organizations, the aims and meth- 
ods Catholic Action;. without, however, 
usurping the name for any organization. which 
does not hold official mandate from its 
diocesan authorities. 

The Establishment Catholic Action: 
Whereas the first two groups duties are 
within the initiative our Catholic institu- 
tions, themselves; this third group entirely 
contingent the immediate direction the 
diocesan authorities, who alone possess the ini- 
tiative actually establishing Catholic Action 
their jurisdiction. Secondarily, and the 
national level, this. initiative rests also with 
the whole Hierarchy acting concert 
(N.C.W.C.). The recent establishment the 
National Catholic Youth Council, with its sec- 
tion for Catholic college students, must 
given careful attention our college and uni- 
versity authorities, after consultation with 
their diocesan authorities.
